British-Jap Export War 


LONDON, Eng.-(/P)—With threats 


of widespread retaliations and a pos- 
sible open trade war, Great Britain 
Thursday demanded a restriction in 
Japan's rapidly-growing textile trade. 


Walter Ruriciman, .president of the 


Board of Trade, placed before Japa- 
nese Ambassador • Tsuneo Matsudaira 
a summary of the Japanese position 
and a list of! projected curtailments of 
Japan's exports to crown colonies and 
tho:British Isles. 


Hunciman warned Tokio's 
envoy 


that the British government is taking 
general steps to halt Japanese compe- 
tition—which is said virtually to be 
strangling the Brilish textile industry 
—unless Japan agrees to modify her 
program, methods and tactics. 


Delnys Reply 


Mr. Matsudaira informed Mr. Runci- 


mnn that he could not reply immed- 
iately, but had to consult his govern- 
ment first. 


At a conference called by him, Run- 


ciman explaineel to 
Matsudairn the 


situation in British colonies nnd the 
homeland where lower-priced Japa- 
nese goods are sweeping the markets. 
Mr. Runciman endeavored to show the 
seriousness of the problem, and said 
he hoped Japan would agree to nc- 
golialc quickly for a direct settlement. 


It was reported that Britian is will- 


ing to compromise if Japan's reply is 
conciliatory. 


A dispatch from Balboa, C. Z., last 


week quoted Panama merchants as 
raying they could not compete against 
Japanese goods and that tons of Japa- 
nese goods on the Balboa pier indi-

tral American markets.

This figure is slightly more than 


half the total amount of money the 
government paid Hempstead farmers 
for the cotton plow-un program last 
spring, which totaled $300,100. 


Acres rented to the federal govern- 


ment in Hempstead county total 24,- 
337. Mr. Stanley announced that the 
State Board of Review had accepted 
the Hempstead county cotton reduc- 
tion acreage figures. 


First Payment Due 


Payments to farmers are to be made 


in three installments, the first is due 
the latter part of May or the first of 
June. 


The second payment will be made 


in September, and the third which is 
to be a parity payment of one cent 
per pound on farm allotment, will be 
made in December. 


All contracts have- been mailed to 


Washington where checks are to be 
made out.

Fingerprints Being Exam- 


ined Following Raid 


at Fostoria, Ohio 


FOSTORIA, Ohio — (/P)— Captain 


Jack Kesler of the Fostoria police 
said Friday there was a possibility 
that John Dillinger or his gangsters 
were responsible for the bloody S17,- 
000 robbery of the First National bank 
here Thursday in which five persons 
were wounded, two seriously. 


Tell-tale fingerprints were found on 


the money-drawers, and they are be- 
ing examined by identification ex- 
perts. 


Police Chief Frank Gulp, shot in the 


lungs by the robbers' murderous fire, 
was the most seriously wounded in 
the bank robbery. William Feasal, 67, 
farmer, shot through the chest by a 
stray bullet, was in critical condition. 
"., ounds of the other three were minor. 


The thugs forced William Daub, 40, 


assistant cashier, and Miss Ruth Har- 
ris, 22, bookkeeper, 
to act as shields 


for their getaway when citizens armed 
with rifles opened fire from root- 
tops. 


Witnesses differed as to whether the

Your Mirror Will Tell You If Your 


Posture's Correct 


AH of this modern talk about cor- 


rtct posture may seem a little con- 
fusing to the woman who cannot go 
to an expert to have an analysis made 
ot her figure. She. after all, has to 
rely pretty much on her own judg- 
ment and. if she has no rules and no 
chart to guide her. she may be labor- 
ing under the false impression that 
her posture is perfect when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it is quite incorrect. 


A full-length mirror is really your 


most reliable consultant. And. if you 
Happen to be lucky enough to own 
one of those luxurious full-length, 
triple mirrors, there's no reason in 
the world why you can't 
s-e 
for 


yourself just how you look to others. 
Be honest with yourself. If your hips 
protrude admit it and then do some- 
thing about it. If shoulders slope in 
ungainly fashion, causing little hol- 
lows around your collar bone, that 
to should be corrected. 


The ideal figure is the one that pos- 


sesses an almost straight backbone. 
The depression in the center of your 
back should be ever so slight—really 
a small curve and not a hollow at all. 
The shoulders should be held back 
and the chest should bs raised always. 
Your head must be up, of course, but 
keep the chrn in—not down—in and 
up! Then you'll never have to worry 
about acquiring a "dowager's hump" 
on the back of your neck. 


Get Bid of That Hollow in Your 


Back This Way 


A five-minute 
exercise, 
practiced 


twice a day, will elmina'e the hollow 
i nany woman's back. And, once that 
posture defect has been corrected, she 
is well on the road to a more perfect 
figure. 


Lie on your back flat on the floor, 


arms at sides. Bend knees and let 
the weight of your legs rest on the 
bottoms of your feet. Putting the 
weight on the middle of the backbone 
and not on the feet, raise the last two 
links of the spinal column off the 
floor and do not allow them to touch 
it again. As you do that, you will 
notice that the hollow in your back- 
bone disappears and that every inch 
of the spine, except those last two 
vertebrae, touches the floor. Hold the 
•position, trying to dig your backbone 
further into the floor. Relax and re- 
peat the exercise until it is no longer 
difficult for you to straighten the 
spine. Notice how the stomach mus- 
cles are drawn up and in when the 
hollow is removed from the center of 
of the back. 


When you get up, try to stand ex- 


actly in the position in which you 
were lying on the 
floor—stomach 


drawn 'in, backbone straight with the 
last two vertebrae tucked under. It 
will be hard first, but with practice 
the correct posture will seem perfect- 
ly natural to you.
